of ſo greate flouds and tempeſts that ouervvhel- 
med and drovvned all face of pietie and teligion in 
theyt cõtrie, God had prouided yet ſome mountaines 
and hils that vveate more eminent then anie of the

And he that ſpake in Ingliſh vvas a 
youth of greate pietie and zeale in religion though 


modeſt and comely in his behauiour, & yf I ſhould

tel you his name, you vvould meruaile t 
that name and lignage ſ hould be of tharqualirie, 
for he is a flovvet of a vetie princip gh he- 

reticall familie in our countrie, and dyuerle of his 
frendes and kinted at not onelie of credit in the 
courte, but in ſpeciall charge alſo abtoade in the 
counttie, ſo that here you ſee that vyonder ſome. 
vvharfulfilled * Sauiour 2 in, the 
ghoſpellfyfyct titẽ compariſon be ly ke) that bebe 
ar gathered ſomerymes of thornes which vve {ce 
happen very often tymes in this ſenſe heere vvith 
vs, to vvit, that of deceaued parentes in Ingland, do 
come hither children very zealous in Gods ſeruice 
and the Catholique religion, ſo as God geueth his 
grace to vVvVhome he pleaſeth onelye. 

This man tooke for his theame the fourth verſe 
in order of the Pſalme, vvhich is: Indicabit panperes 
populi, & ſaluas faciet filios pauperum, & humiliabit ca- 
lbumniatorem. He ſhall geue indgemtnt to the poore of the 
people, and [hell ſaue and deliuer the poor mens children, 
and ſ hall humiliate,or bring dene the ſclaunderer or ca- 
lumniator. And for that the other that had. ſpoken 
before, ſeemed to haue treated ſufficientlie of the 
former tvvo clauſes of this verſe, he touched prin- 
cipalliethe third, conſydering the humiliating and 
bringing dovvne of this ſclaunderer or falſe ca- 
lumniatot: vvhich he expounded of all others in 
the world to be principallie and moſt truelie vnder- 
ſtoode of the heretique , vvho calumniateth and 
ſclaundereth both God and all Godlie perſons and 
actions, ſot firſt of all he calumniateth Gods vvord, 
by falſe in terpretations, & expoſitions of his one

lumniateth Gods ordinauncesand gouerment, in 
chat he rebelleth againſt the ſubordination and 
Hierarchie that he in his ehurche hath appointed; 
Thirdlie he calumniateth his moother the Catho- 
lique Churche, in imputing infinite falſe errors & 
lyes vnto hir, which either his malice bath inuen- 
ted, or his ignorance not vnderſtdode, of his vvil- 
fulnes miſconſtrued : Fourthelie he calumniateth 
the holie fathers and Doctours of the fame Chur.

tions of his ovne pride, as alſo he ſclaundereth and 
condemneth laſteli e all his owne progenitors what 
ſoeuer, for mee onelie his ovvne fanſie and
